In order to which, his Examinati- 
on fhou'd be impartial, yet modeit tn relation 
to his Parents crimes, tho evere in refpeét of Jris 
own: Whether neither have been guilty of any 
notable crinze (for that muit.be our Saviours 
meaning, tice so man lives and fius not) tor 
which, as God threatens, he wits the Iniguity, 
ot the Fathers an pheiry Children, fometunes to 
the 3d andath(ieneration; tho. cis principally 
and moft trequently, if not almoft always, 
when the Children tread in their Fachers fteps, 
and are guilty ot che fame, or equal wickedneis. 
There's no doubt bue the Parents fins have too 
often a natural and, we may fay, neceflary In- 
uence on the unhappineis ot cheir poiterity, as 
in molt kinds of Intemperancée, which nor rare! 
atteé the body, and oftner the Eitate of thofe 
who are {o unhappy.to ow their beings to fuch 
as have had ‘no more care ot what they have 
brought into, the World. - And, ‘tis fo plain, that 
the very-heathens have obferv'd that.an Eftate 
unjuttly goften, is not dikely to -profper. But 
betides this’ tho the Curfe caulelefs fhan't come, 
yet when paffonate men let fly their impreca- 
tions on wicked difobedient Children, who 
dope grow better, it teums not Fhaeseableco 
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uliie of providence to confirm them, with 
2 fecree blait on their Eftaces ; and tus, ic may 
be, in tome Initances, even when they repent 
ot their bad lives, tho then their temporal ons- 
fortunes may be over-rul'd to the advantage of 
vhat's of niuch greater concerns, ana moment.
